KNOW YOUR HEDGE TRIMMER 

READ THIS OPERATOR'S MANUAL AND HEED THE SAFETY WARNINGS BEFORE STARTING

1 . TRIGGER — use for starting and stopping 
the hedge trimmer. 

2. HANDLES — Both front (wrap-around) 
and rear handles are used to hold the hedge 
trimmer during operation. 

3. LOCK-OFF BUTTON — resets each time 
the trigger is released. 

4. GUARD — protects operator from thrown 
debris and moving blade. It must be securely 
attached at all times when operating hedge 
trimmer. 

5. BLADE — use to cut hedges. 

6. BATTERY — use to power hedge trimmer. 

7. BLADE COVER — protects operator from 
blade when hedge trimmer is not in use. 

8. CHARGING STAND — holds battery. 

9. 12V CHARGER — plugs into wall outlet and 
charging stand. Charges battery. 

BATTERY AND CHARGING STAND 

Your hedge trimmers requires a Ryobi #181918 
battery, charging stand #181919, and 12V 
charger #1 81 925. The charging instructions Fig. 2 

in this manual refer only to these parts. 



HANGING HEDGE TRIMMER 

For storage convenience, your hedge trimmer 
can be hung on the wall by the top hole in the 
blade. Make sure to use a screw or hook that 
can support the weight of the hedge trimmer 
when hanging. See Figure 2.

CHARGING STAND MOUNTING 

See Figure 3. 

When mounting the charging stand into a 
plaster board wall, drill two 7/32 in. (5.56 mm) 
diameter holes, 1-7/16 in. (36.5 mm) apart 
horizontally. Tap wall anchors into hole with 
hammer until flush with wall. Insert screws into 
the wall spacers. Make sure the wider end of the 
wall spacer contacts the head of the screw. 
Screw into anchors (Fig 4). 
When mounting the charging stand onto a wood 
surface, place two marks, 1 -7/1 6 in. (36.5 mm) 
apart horizontally, install screws and wall 
spacers provided. Make sure the wider end of 
the wall spacer contacts the head of the screw. 
Position the charging stands slots over the wall 
spacers, and slide into place. 



WARNING: ALWAYS assure the 
trigger is OFF and the lock-off 
button is properly disengaged before 
installing the battery in your hedge 
trimmer. Failure to heed this warning 
can result in serious personal injury. 



TO CHARGE BATTERY 

See Figures 5 and 6. 

The battery for this hedge trimmer has been 
shipped in a low charge condition to prevent 
possible problems. Therefore you should charge 
the battery for at least 8 hours before using. 

NOTE: Batteries will not reach full charge the 
first time they are charged. Allow 
several cycles (trimming followed by 
recharging) for batteries to be fully 
charged.

1 . Charge battery only with the 12V charger 
provided. 

2. Plug 12V charger into the wall outlet and its 
barrel connector into the charging stand 
(Fig. 6). Make sure the wall outlet is normal 
house voltage, 120 volts, 60 Hz, AC only. 

3. Insert battery into the charging stand (Fig. 6). 

NOTE: The shape of the battery matches the 
shape of the charging stand socket. 

4. Press down on battery to be sure contacts 
on the battery engage properly with charging 
stand contacts (fig. 6). 

NOTE: DO NOT place charging stand in an 
area of extreme heat or cold. It will 
work best at normal room 
temperature. 

5. When the red light is on, the battery is being 
charged. 

If the light fails to turn on, check the 
following: 

a) Barrel connector has been properly installed 
into the charging stand. 

b) 12V charger has been plugged into the wall 
outlet. 

c) Battery is firmly seated in the charging stand. 

6. Charge the unit for a minimum of 8 hours 
before the first use. 

7. The battery should be charged for a 
minimum of 8 hours between each use. The 
hedge trimmers operating time and the life of 
the battery will be shortened if this 
procedure is not followed. 




8. The hedge trimmer should not be stored at 
temperatures above 100° F (37° C) because 
high temperatures will shorten the life of the 
battery. 

NOTE: The battery will become slightly warm 
to the touch while charging. This is 
normal and does not indicate a 
problem. 

9. After charging, disconnect the 12V charger 
from the wall outlet and remove the battery 
from the charging stand. 



WARNING: NEVER use guard as a 
handle. Never grasp the unit by the 
guard. Failure to heed this warning 
can result in serious personal injury. 



WARNING: STAY ALERT and watch 
what you are doing. Do not operate 
hedge trimmer when fatigued.

TO INSTALL BATTERY 

Your hedge trimmer is equipped with a battery, 
which powers the unit. 

1 . Place battery in your hedge trimmer. Align 
raised rib inside hedge trimmer with groove 
on battery. See Figure 8. 

2. Make sure the latches on each side of your 
battery snap in place and battery is secured 
in hedge trimmer before beginning operation. 

TO REMOVE BATTERY 

1 . Locate latches on end of battery and 
depress to release battery from your hedge 
trimmer. 

2. Remove battery from your hedge trimmer. 
See Figure 9. 

A CAUTION: When placing battery in 
your hedge trimmer, be sure raised 
rib inside the hedge trimmer aligns 
with groove on battery and snaps in 
place properly. Improper assembly 
of battery can cause damage to 
internal components. 

LOCK-OFF BUTTON 

Your hedge trimmer is equipped with a lock-off 
button, which reduces the possibility of 
accidental starting. See Figure 10. 

TO START HEDGE TRIMMER 

To turn your hedge trimmer on, (Fig. 11), 
remove blade cover and proceed as follows: 

1 . Slide the lock-off button forward (1). 

2. Depress and hold trigger (2). 



3. Release the lock-off button. 

NOTE: The lock-off button is located on top 
of the rear handle. The lock resets 
each time the trigger is released. 

4. To stop hedge trimmer, release the 
trigger (2).

TO TRIM A HEDGE 

See Figures 12 and 13. 

1. Use hedge trimmer properly. Before starting 
hedge trimmer, hold the handles with both 
hands and face the cutting blade away 
from you. 



A WARNING: Keep hands and fingers 
away from moving parts. Any part of 
body coming in contact with moving 
parts could result in serious injury. 



A DANGER: If blade jams on any 
electrical cord or line, DO NOT 
TOUCH THE BLADE! IT CAN 
BECOME ELECTRICALLY LIVE AND 
VERY DANGEROUS. Release the 
unit in the safest manner possible. 
Disconnect the damaged electrical 
cord or line from the power source. 
If possible, do so safely. If in doubt, 
call an electrician or the electrical 
contractor for assistance. Failure to 
heed this Danger will result in 
serious personal injury and possibly 
death. 



2. If desired, you can use a string to help cut 
your hedge level. Decide how high you want 
the hedge. Then, stretch a piece of string 
along the hedge at this height. Trim the 
hedge just above this guide line of string. 
See Figure 12. Trim the side of a hedge so 
that it will be slightly narrower at the top as 
shown in Figure 13. More of the hedge will 
be exposed when shaped this way, and it 
will be more uniform. 

3. Wear gloves when trimming thorny or prickly 
growth. When trimming new growth, use a 
wide sweeping action, so that the stems are 
fed directly into the cutting blade. Older 
growth will have thicker stems and will be 
trimmed easiest by using a sawing 
movement. 



Do not try to cut stems that are larger than 
3/8 inch thick, or those obviously too large to 
feed into the cutting blade. Use a non-powered 
hand saw or pruning saw to trim large stems. 



A WARNING: To prevent possible 
serious injury from accidental 
starting, remove battery from your 
hedge trimmer and carry by the front 
handle when not in use.

TO LUBRICATE BLADE 

Remove Battery From Hedge Trimmer. 

1 . For easier operation and longer blade life, 
lubricate the hedge trimmer blade before and 
after each use. Before lubricating, remove 
the battery and lay hedge trimmer on a flat 
surface. Apply light weight machine oil along 
the edge of the top blade as shown in 
Figure 14. 

2. Occasionally, you should oil your hedge 
trimmer during use. Before oiling, stop hedge 
trimmer, remove battery, then oil. You then 
can resume trimming. Do not oil while hedge 
trimmer is running.

TO REMOVE BLADE 

A WARNING: Blades are sharp. When 
handling blade assembly, do not place 
your hand or fingers between blades 
or in any position where they could 
get pinched or cut. NEVER touch 
blades or service unit with battery 
installed. 



Remove battery from hedge trimmer. 

1 . Place hedge trimmer upside down on a 
workbench and remove four (4) bottom plate 
screws. The bottom plate will lift towards the 
blade. (Fig. 15).

3. Align the cams as shown in Fig. 16. (The 
yokes can't be lifted unless it clears the lip of 
the cams.)

4. Remove the four (4) blade screws (Fig. 1 7).

5. Each blade has an oval yoke attached to its 
end. Slide the blades into position so the 
yokes align. Remove the blade from the 
housing (Fig. 17).

TO INSTALL BLADE 

1. Align the cams (Fig. 15, Pg. 11). 

2. Place new blade on housing and align yokes 
to drop into place. Rotate the blade so that it 
drops past the lower cam (Fig. 1 7). 

3. Install the four (4) blade screws and tighten 
securely (Fig. 16, Pg.11). 

4. Install the bottom plate (Fig. 14, Pg.11) using 
the 4 bottom plate screws. Tighten securely. 

NOTE: When properly aligned, the blade 

assembly fits in recessed slot in motor 
housing. 



CAUTION: Do not at any time let 
brake fluids, gasoline, petroleum- 
based products, penetrating oils, 
etc., come in contact with plastic 
parts. They contain chemicals that 
can damage, weaken, or destroy 
plastic. 



HEDGE TRIMMER LUBRICATION 

All of the bearings in this tool are lubricated 
with a sufficient amount of high-grade lubricant 
for the life of the unit under normal operating 
procedures. Therefore, no further lubrication 
is required. 



WARNING: Make sure bottom plate 
is replaced before inserting the 
battery, and starting the hedge 
trimmer. Failure to do so will expose 
internal parts, which could cause an 
accident or electrical shock, 
resulting in serious injury. 



NOTE: If binding occurs after replacing the 
blade assembly, repeat the steps 
under To Remove Blade and To 
Install Blade. 



CLEANING THE UNIT 

1 . Turn the shears off, and remove the battery. 

2. Use a small brush or the air discharge of 
a vacuum cleaner brush to keep the air 
vents free of obstructions. 

3. Do not use any strong detergents on the 
plastic housing or plastic components. 
Those parts can be damaged by certain 
household cleaners that contain aromatic 
oils such as pine and lemon, and may also 
cause a shock hazard. Wipe off any 
moisture with a soft cloth.

Product to the dealer for warranty work and the expense 
of returning it back to the owner after repair or 
replacement will be paid for by the owner. RYOBI's 
responsibility in respect to claims is limited to making the 
required repairs or replacements and no claim of breach 
of warranty shall be cause for cancellation or rescission 
of the contract of sale of any RYOBI Product. Proof of 
purchase will be required by the dealer to substantiate 
any warranty claim. All warranty work must be 
performed by an authorized RYOBI service dealer. 

This warranty is limited to ninety (90) days from the date 
of original retail purchase for any RYOBI Product that is 
used for rental or commercial purposes, or any other 
income-producing purpose. 

This warranty does not cover any RYOBI Product that 
has been subject to misuse, neglect, negligence, or 
accident, or that has been operated in any way contrary 
to the operating instructions as specified in the RYOBI 
operators Manual. This warranty does not apply to 
any damage to the RYOBI Product that is the result of 
improper maintenance or to any RYOBI Product that has 
been altered or modified so as to adversely affect the 
products operation, performance or durability or that has 
been altered or modified so as to change its intended 
use.
